The announcement that Field Marshal 
Sir Harold Alexander will be appointed to 
the Governor-Generalship of Canada will 
be acclaimed by every Canadian. His 
appointment is a compliment to this coun- 
try. And we are sufficiently sure, now, of 
our international standing to feel that it 
is also an honor to this distinguished 
soldier. 

Field Marshal Alexander is one of the 
greatest campaigners of this or any other 
age. While his exploits in the field may 
have been apparently overshadowed by 
more spectacular commanders. those who 
are in a position to understand the higher 
military strategy are aware that Alex- 
ander contributed a major share of that 
genius which brought the European war 
to a victorious close.

Mr. Churchill Declines 
Canadians need not be amazed that 


Mr. Winston Churchill has politely declined 
His Majesty's gift of the Order of the 
Garter nor fall into the error of believing 
that his refusal was based on pique. 

There are probabJy three very good 
reasons for his stand; 

1. He is very well aware that God 
could not confer upon any mortal man a 

reater honor than that of leading the 
ritish nation, with piety and reverence, 
through the most crucial five years in its 
history. The surrender of the Germans 
was the greatest accolade that could fall 
upon the shoulders of any living man. 
Anything else, even the Most Noble Order 
of the Garter, would be anti-climax. 

2. He is aware of the tradition that 
once any public man is notably honored 
by his Sovereign as a reward for his ser- 
vices he is more than likely to retire on 
those honors and consider his public life 
at an end. Mr. Churchill is not yet through. 


Retirement is repugnant to him. 

3. Mr. Churchill remembers very well, 
as millions of others do, that Stanley 
Baldwin, after admittedly lying on the 
hustings in 1935 about German rearma- 


ment, after maintaining Britain in a fool’s 
paradise and after bringing the country 
to the brink of ruin, took his earldom and 
his Garter and scuttled away into 
obscurity. 

* One somehow retains the impression 
that Mr. Churchill does not care for Earl 
Baldwin or for anything that reminds him 
of Earl Baldwin—including the Most 


Noble Order of the Garter.

“New Canadians” 


The Council for Canadian Unity held 
a picnic in Victoria Park the other day 
and was told by Mrs. Cora T, Casselman 
the efforts being made by “new 
ans’ to foster and preserve the 
culture and national heritages of their 
native countries were praiseworthy. 

Mrs. Casselman was either pre- 
eminently right or pre-eminently wrong. 
It depends entirely upon the ultimate pur- 
poses of the Council for Canadian Unity. 

If this organization exists to encourage 
“new Canadians” in that nostalgic looking 
backward to which some foreign-born 
Canadians are unhappily subject, it is a 
bad thing. If it exists to encourage “new 
Canadians” to amalgamate the best of 
their native cultures into Canadian culture 
and to contribute their native skills to the 
upbuilding of Canada, it is a valuable asset 
to Canada in general and to this com- 
munity in particular. 

In other words, if the celebration of 
foreign fiestas and the preservation of 
foreign customs among these people tends 
to encourage them, in the slightest degree, 
to form themselves into isolated com- 
munities, either physically or spiritually 
and to perpetuate their conception of 
themselves as hyphenate groups, these 
things will retard the development of a 
robust Canadianism. For it is too easy to 
cherish, along with national customs and 
national practices, a good measure of 
national grudges. 

But if the preservation of these prac- 
tices and customs is designed to add some- 
thing to Canadian life and to become a 
part of Canadian life, then Canadian 
culture is deepened and enriched by them 

For the contribution made to Canada 
by “new Canadians” lies in the rapidity 
and facility with which they cease to be 
“new”.

Canadians who, in the hysteria of the 
moment, called emotionally for drastic 
action. 

Nothing, of course, can justify the 
wild and licentious behavior of that day 
in Halifax. It was a disgraceful exhibi- 
tion of hooliganism that should never 
occur again. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that little 
account was taken, in sentencing the of- 
fenders, of the background of the riots 
and of the causes which led up to them. 


There was no reason on earth, for in- 
stance, why the townspeople and the ser- 
vicemen should have been thrown so 
wearisomely into one another's pockets, 
why it should have been necessary to pro- 
long a condition of overcrowding that, 
sooner or later, was bound to get on 
everybody's nerves, 

Had proper quarters been built for 
servicemen and their wives, this bitterness 
between townspeople and those in uniform 
would never have arisen. It was not the 
fault of either of them. 


Nothing excuses rioting and violence 
and wanton destruction. Nor does anything 
excuse savage sentences that fail to take 
into consideration the emotional context 
and the contributary causes of a crime.

“T have had a lovely time dismantling 
the air raid shelter, stowing the gas 
masks at the back of a cupboard, tak- 
ing down the blackout and emptying 
Sand bags and fire buckets, No need 
now to leave the bath water in the tub 
overnight lest it should be needed to put 
out incendiaries! I still can’t get used to 

_ being able to switch on lights without 
drawing the curtains. Now that the 
rockets have stopped I shall be able to 
sleep in my own bed instead of the 
shelter.”

Editor, Bulletin: One of the worst 
bottlenecks in the construction of 
houses is the shortage of materials. 
We are in the door and millwork 
end of it and are daily having to 
turn down requests for materials. 
What has happened during the war 
is that in addition to employees 
who have joined the services there 
are those who have left us for 
higher wages in war industries, We 
still have a comparatively low cate- 
gory with the Selective Service, 
and are unable to attract enough 
skilled help at the wages we can 
offer. This situation goes all the 
way back to the bush and is the 
first thing the government should 
correct. Another disturbing factor 
has been the Wartime Housing 
Much of the good that they have 
accomplished has been offset by the 
disturbance to the regular channels 
of trade. The government should 
not go intg business direct unless it 
is prepared to take over the whole 
ndustry Priorities given to War- 
time Housing Ltd. have only been 
at the expense of the regular build- 
er and supply house.
